Hit by Waves That the Wind Whipped

TOO OLD TO EARN A LIVING 


Had Told a Friend That the City’s 
Loftlest Bulldings Were Great Temp- 
tations to One In His State. 


The man who jumped to his death from 
the dome of the Pulitzer Building last 
Wednesday was identified yesterday as 
Pryce. Lewis, famous as a civil war spy 
and afterward émployed as a detective 
in connection with the stealing of the 
body of Alexander T, Stewart. 

Lewis was 8 years old, and lived alone 
at 838 Jefferson Avenue, Jersey City, 
where he occupied the second floor of a 
two-story and attic house. He divided 
the monthly rental of $12 with Mrs. 
Leahey, who occupied the ground floor. 
Here he cocked his own meals and lived 
om what he could earn by doing odd jobs 
of detective work and running errands 
for Alexander Simpson, a lawyer, having 
offices in Jersey City and New York, 
and residing at 12 West Twelfth Stree 
this city. : 
Too old to obtain regular employment, 
and too proud to become an object of 
charity, Lewis had talked several times 
recently of committing suicide. He told 
Mr.‘ Simpson that the Singer Building and 
the Metropolitan Life tower offered great 
temptations, and ‘it is said that he at- 
tempted in vain to gain access to the tops 
of both buildings before he resorted to 
the Pulitzer Building.

Guild Forcing the Question - Upon 
Czar’s Advisers as Never Before, 
St. Petersburg Admita.

PARIS, Dec. 9.—In declining to grant 
Tas New York Times correspondent 
an interview on the ground that every 
minute of his time during his short 
sojourn in Paris was already filled with 
engagements arranged for him by 
protocol before his arrival, the Russian 
Foreign Minister, M. Sazonoff, asked 
Baron Schilling, the new Chief of the 
Imperial Chancellory of the Russian 
Foreign Office, to express his regrets 
and to explain that his inability to re- 
ceive American- newspaper men was in 
no way due to his unwillingness to 
communicate with the American press, 
adding that two English and two 
French correspondents who had seen 
M. Sazonoff were received only on ac- 
count of eld personal friendship. 

To the following specific question, 
which THz New York Times corre- 
spondent submitted to him in writing 
this morning and repeated viva voce 
this evening: ‘‘How does Russia justi- 
fy her attitude concerning the. ex- 
clusion of American Jews under the 


Treaty of 1882, which provides that all, 


American citizens may sojourn in Rys- 
sia?” Baron Schilling replied: 

“ The question is for diplomatists, not 
one to be answered in two lines of a 
statement in a short interview.” 

Regarding W. Morgan Shuster’s po- 
sition in Persia, Baron Schilling said 
that without wishing to cast any as- 
persion on Mr. Shuster’s capabilities, 
Russia could not be blind to the fact 
that while M?. Shuster’s actions might 
be those of a good business man, they 
were certainly not those of a diplo- 
matist. In other words, Mr. Shuster 
falied to understand Persia, and omit- 
ted to take into account its position 
with respect to other powers. 

“Under the .ciroumstances,” added 
Baron Schilling, “any possibility of 
Russia receding frém her ultimatum is 
quite out of the question.” 

Baron Schilling expressed himself as 
hopeful that Persia would finally ac- 
cept Russia’s conditions. 

8T. PETERSBURG, Dec, 9.—A good im- 
pression has been created in official cir- 
cles here by the reference in President 
Taft's message to Congress dealing with 
Russo-American relations. 

Ambassador Guild, since his arrival in 
St. Petersburg, has been persistent in di- 
recting attention to the matter of the ad- 
mission of Americang of Jewish faith 
into Russia, and in his attempts to obtain 
some amelioration of the conditions gov- 
erning such admission. 

The Russian.Government has accorded 
every opportunity, Officially and unoffi- 
cially, for a free discussion of the subject, 
tha it i's admitted at the Foreign Office 
that Ambassador Guild has carried the 
question further than ever before, As yet 
the negotiations have not reached @ sat- 
isfactory ending, but at least there is a 
clear understanding on both sides, and 
Russia is particularly anxious to empha- 
size the fact that the total exclusion of 
Jews is a thing of the past. 

The Russian Government appreciates the 
present opportunity of bringing to the at- 
tention of the American public, through 
the medium of.the conversations now go- 
ing on, that the existing laws had never 
been fully used by those desirous of en- 
tering the country, and that a disposition 
exists to meet legitimate complaints re- 
specting the actual hardship imposed by 
these laws.

Up to the present. time the. defense has 
used only two of its thirty peremptory 
challenges. After examination by. Attor- 
ney John Barton Payne for the defense 
to-day, five-men were excused for cause 
or by agreement and two others on per- 
emptory challenges. There is a possi- 
bility, however, that the jury will be 
completed on Tuesday and the taking of 
testimony begun that day. 

Farmers are no longer in the majority 
on the tentative jury; only four of the 
eleven being tillers of the soil. Incidental 
to the morhing session it appeared that 
an attempt at “jury tampering” might 
be revealed in court When’ M. Veale de-

He decJares that what 
some persons regard merely as a fault of 
vision is really a mental fault. He men- 
tions many instances in which persons 
who are able to see clearly are unable to 
tell exactly what they have seen. There 
is not a rapid enough connection between 
the mind and the eve in their Cases, he 
says. Color blindness\ in some cases is 
attributed to this defect.

THE NAVY YARD. PLAN. 
There is assuredly sound common 
sense in Representative -FirzGERaLp’s 
argument, that.a big navy yard should 
be situated at a big labor centre. .

GERMAN CITIES. 

The German Ambassador, Count. von 
BERNSTORFF, gave @ very interesting 
address on Monday evening at the City 
Club on the administration of cities, in 
Germany. - He. did not undertake to 
draw.any comparison or contrast with 
American cities, and was kind enough 


had observed here that indicated defi- 


his hearers to make their own compari- 
sons, and they were under no obliga- 
tions of courtesy to make them favor- 
able to American municipalities. ~ 
Taking into account present conditions 
only, there is no room for doubt that 
cities are much better managed as a 
rule in Germany than here. ‘Taking 
into account also the history of the two 
systems, with the relative lack of sys- 
tem.in this country, our prospect is by 
no means dark. In the first placé the 
great body of city population tn Ger- 
many is in Prussia, which contains 
more than two-thirds of the total popu- 
lation of the empire, and 8 per cent. of 
it in the single city of what we may call 
Greater Berlin. The laws governing 
Prussian cities are, ofcourse, practi- 
cally the same for all, and the admin- 
istration is centralized in the sense that 
it is regulated by the Royal Govern- 
ment. In the second place, the suf- 
frage, not only in the cities, but in the 
Prugsian Diet, ia in effect a narrowly 
limited suffrage in which the owners of 
property have an influence many times 
exceeding that of the rest of the com- 
munity. In the third place, the general 
system of trained civil servants with 
secure tenure, With free.opportunity for 
promotion within its ranks, with entire 
independence of what -we'call politics, 
and with standards and methods estab- 
lished by long experience, has existed tn 
Prussia for more than @ ventuty; being 
the fruit’of the labors and the genius of 
that great statesman, Baron Stem. - It 
was all ready, as @ tried and marvel- 
ously efficient instrument, for use. 
when, some. forty years ago, the .won- 
derful period of growth began for Ger- 
man cities, and for the vast and com- 
plex industrial and commercial develop- 
ment that is still going on. 
Of the three conditions that have con- 
tributed to the shaping of city man- 
agement {ri Germany, two are unat- 
tainable in the United States. We can 
not, and should not, adopt limited 
suffrage, and we cannot have a cen- 
tralized system. But there is no rea- 
son why we should. not adapt the 
principle of trained and experienced 
administration to our own conditions. 
In fact, we dre doing that now at a 
rate that is hardly understood. We 
have largely taken the system of ap- 
pointment ‘and promotion for merit in 
our - subordinate’ service. We “are 
steadily and in some cases quite rap- 
idly taking the same system in the 
choice of' higher officials, ‘and in’ this 
city we are pushing the use of experts 
for the study and for the execution of 
municipal improvements at a number 
of points. Such bodies are engaged at 
present on the question.of the paving 
of our streets, on the standardization 
of salaries, on the keeping of municipal 
accounts, and on the problems of trans- 
portation. It is on these Hnes—with 
constant effort to simplify the -ballot—

LONDON, Noy: 29.—Discoveries of great 
interest have recently been made in 
Egypt as.a resuk of work by the Egyp- 
tian Department of Antiquities at the 
Temple of Abu Simbel, on the west bank 
of the Nile, about thirty: miles~ below 
| Wady Halfa. _The temple is one of the 
most impressive monuments inh all Egypt. 
It is entirely cut out of the natural sand- 
stone of a bluff ovtrlooking the river. It 
was begun by Seti I. and completed by 
Rameses II., the traditional Pharaoh of 
the oppression of the Israelites, about 
1300"'B. _C., and was designed for the wor- 
skip of Ra- Harmachis, the Sun God. f

the result of the excavations. The facade 
of the temple faces directly toward. the 
sunrise, and the four colossal seated fig- 
ures of the Pharaoh, carved out of the 
living rock,- seem, at that’ hour, to be 
watching the sun as it passes above the 
distant hills. “Above the doorway into 
the inner. halls stands. the hawk-headed 
figure of Ra-Harmachis himself, as 
though emerging from the mountain to 
greet the daylight; and, high up on the 
cornice, a row of sacred crouch with 
hands raised in adoration. Travelers who 
are fortunate enough to see the sun rise 
at Abu Simbel cannot easily forget its 
fmpregsiveness. As the golden orb rises 
above the horizon the yellow-brown sand- 
stone of the temple becomes all aglow, 
and has an appearance of translucency | 
which is most effective. The inner halls, 
which are usually almost dark, ‘suddenly 
burst into light as the sun Strikes down 
the central aisle to the intiermost sanctu- 
ary, where it-.illuminates the statues of 
the Pharaoh seated with the gods.

The temple is a marvelous piece of 
workmanship. Although both the facade 
and the inner halls are ornamented with 
colossal figures, pillars, and various archi- 
tectural devices, and although there are 
some twelve chambers besides the great. 
halls, no masonry has been used, and the 
entire temple hag heen carved out of thd 
rock, the chisel being the single instru- 
ment employed. 

For many years the Egyptian Depart- 
ment of Antiquities has been troubled in 
regard to this temple by the great drift 
of sand,. which was slowly but steadily 
pouring down, covering a large part of 


the facade, and threatening to block the 
doorway. In 1909, therefore, excavations 


were commenced with a view to clearing 
away the sand and exposing whatever 
might exist. beneath it. The sand was re- 
moved in trucks, and was thrown down 
the slope in front of the temple so ag to 
forma wide and very effective platform, 
held firm by strong retaining walls on the 
river side. 

When the drift was removed a small 
chapel was found, in which stood an al- 
tar with two obelisks before it and a 
shrine beside, it. In the shrine were the 
figures of a large scarab-beetle and an 
ape, and upon the altar four more apes 
stood.

“The only remarkable thing in the 
present case is that, owing to the great 
development’ of industry and exchange, 
prices have ogly increased from 20 to 
25 per cent., while they might have in- 
creased tenfold had the amount of cur- 
rency now in circulation been put on 
the market a’ century ago.” 

On the whole, however, Prof. Gide 
takes an optimistic view of the future. 

“Whether prices will continue on the 
upward movement or not,” he says, 
“will depend entirely on the future 
production of gold. Gold exists every- 
where» It can be found almost in 
every substance on earth, and even. if 
the present mines were to become ex- 
hausted science might find a new meth- 
od to separate gold from other matter. 
Once this method is discovered gold as 
a@ commercial standard will have lost 
its value and will probably be replaced 
by platinum. That will mark the be- 
ginning of the golden age. Its peerless 
properties of ductility and non-oxida- 
bility make gold eminently suitable for 
industrial purposes. Machinery, arms, 
instruments of all kinds, ships even, 
will be made of gold. 

“ As far as the present is concerned,” 
concludes the professor, “far from be- 
ing grieved by the depreciation of gold, 
we should be glad of it.’ The rise in 
prices, which is now causing a certain 
amount of discomfort to consumers, 
will ultimately prove to thelr advan- 
tage: Firstly, because it stimulates 
general activity, and, secondly, because 
it. is increasing profits and is, there- 
fore, likely to provoke saat increase in 
salaries. 

“Moreover, the depreciation of gold 
fs. @ great factor toward the solution 
of social problems, since, by reducing 
the value of the riches thus immobil- 
ized; it increases the value of new 


wealth and reduces the power of the 


work. of the past in favor of the efforts 
of the present.”’

Great Improvement Being Made 
in This Department of 
P.S. A. L. Work. 


The improvement in the work of. the 
girls’ branch of the Public Schools Ath- 
letic League.is considered by all.who are 
in close touch with the doings of this 
useful organization to be the equal of; if 
not greater than, that which\is being ef- 
fected“among the boys. The folk danc- 
ing and other methods of physical exer- 
cise which have been introdiced by the 
officers of the girls’ braneh are con- 
eeded to be” nat only beneficial, but ex- 
tremely popular . among the girls. 

According’ to Gen: George W: Wingate, 
the work consists of encouraging after-, 
schoo} athletics. by offering pins and 
trophies, gonducting free instruction 


volunteer their services for these athlet* 
ics; to Organize athletic clubs, 


ahts when the Board of Dducation is un- 
able.to do so, and endeavoring to secure 
enlarged facilities for \out-or-door exer- 
cise. 

The girls’*branch seeks to secure to the 
girls athletic exercises distinctively suited 
to their sex.’ ‘Vigor and the possibility of 
engaging a large number of.pupils at one 
tine ‘aswell as of eliminating individual 
prominence are’ sought to be developed. 
Folk dancing, certain games, and walking 
are fostered, and in the high schools 
there are added certain track and field 
events. ‘The competition is entirely be- 
tween clubs, and never between indivadu- 
als, and no contests are allowed between 
clubs unless. they ‘belong to the same 
school, no intemschool competition being 
permitted. The main idea of .these ath- 
letics is to encourage a love for recre- 
ative exercise for its own sake and to cul- 
tivate a variety of accomplishment. Each 


cises is given a pin, irrespective of any 
competition. 

The girls’ branch has been greatly 
strengthened by the action of the. Cotn- 
mittee on Athletics of the Board of Hdu- 
cation in referring to it for recommenda- 
tion all matters relating’ to girls’ ath- 
letics, as well’ as by the) appointment 
by. the board of its Executive Secretary 
as Inspector of Girls’ Athletics, thus es- 
tablishing that department as a part of 
the Department of, Physical Training of 
the schools. 

The field which the girls’ branch: has 
covered is indeed a vast one. Not only 
are thers more ‘girls: than nd ol attending 
our public schools, but they ‘are in ‘far 
greater need of exercise than is the case, 
with the boys.: While this is the case, 
their. dr traditions, and surroundings 
unite to debar. them from almost. al] op- 
portunities to enjoy it, While the boys!

“The Labor Party is strong, is ft 
not, and there is no Solislist Party?”

clalists now. They are strong, certain- 
ly, and increasing rapidly. At present 
there are forty Labor members in the 
House of Parliament; and there will 
be one hundred before five years go 
by, and they are steadily destroying 
the old Liberal Party, from. whom they 
recruit. 

“The fact that you have. no labor 
members jn your. Congress shows how 
much léss acute thé situation is in this 
country. If the laboring .men were 
really hard pressed they would, unite 
and send representatives to Congress, 
as ours do. Our workingmen, through 
their trades unions, paid their represén- 
tatives’ salaries that they might sit in 
Parliament in the interests. of labor, 
and -when the courts decided that it 
was unlawful. for the funds of the 
trades ‘unions to be used for that pur- 
pose, the situation seemed hopeless, till 
the. present.

Let us Siok examine the first’ charge, 
that the descriptions of the Sagas are not 
in conformity to known facts. Dr, Nan- 
sen thinks that the description of the 
“ Skraellingar”: in the Sagas does not 
agree with either the Hskimos or In- 
dians, but agrees very well with trolls, 
brownies, and pigmies, 

In the first place it is necessary to in- 
quire into whether the Skrdellingar 
Eskimo’or Indians. John Fiske and ber te 
ers have thought them to be Indians, but 
the. present writer sides with -the view 
that they. were Eskimo, as the Eskimo, 
according to the best authority of to-day, 
formerly occupied “the Atlantic Coast 


.{as far south as New England.”’-

ist, says of them: “As a rule the Eskimo 
are undersized. * * *. Their faces are 
very broad; noses fairly prominent; hair 
dark, usually black, and fairly abundant 
on the fate; eyes dark brown, or some- 
times blue. The skin color ranges through 
all shades*of brown, but is usually mod- 
erately dark.” 

This is what the Sagas say: “ These 
peoples were e@mall. * * © They were 
swarthy and fierce, and had bad (stiff 
and black) hair on their heads. They 
had large eyes, and véry broad cheeks.” 

Now it will be seen that the description 
of: the Sagas tallies point. for point to 
such a remarkable degree (except the 
statement about the eyes) with the de- 
scription given by. Prof. Farrand that the 
uninitiated. might almost’ be-ready to ex- 
claim that the Sagas‘are the source of 
the statement. -Further, the Sagas state 
that the Skraellingar had skin boats, and 
that they were éager traders; this also 
agrees with what we know of the Eskimo. 

Nansen -dischedite the Sagas. because 
they state that the -Skraelingar wore 
whiskers, Now, the fact is that there is 
only one instance -of the mentioning of 
bearded Skr&elingar. The Saga says, ‘‘ and 
then they came to Markland and found 
there five ‘Skraclingar, and one was 
bearded.” (“Ok funnu thar Skraelingja 5, 


‘ok var einn skeggjathr.’’) Hence, beard 


was not common aniong the*Skraclingar. 
Now listen ‘to’ what one of the great 
authorities of to-day says: “The men 


{Eskimo} have usually a slight mustache 
and rarely any beard.” (Compare also 
statement above, namely, hair on face 
fairly abundant.) 

If we examine closely the statements 
of the Sagas about the coasts which they 
describe, we shall find the same remark- 
able agreement with the actual facts. 
The woods, the*mountains, the bays, the 
rivers—all can be identified fairly well 

Dr. Nansen states that “no natural ex- 
planation has been offered how the two 
ideas of wine and wheat, both foreign to 
the Northmen, could have become the dis- 
tinguishing mark of the country.” 

In the first place, neither of these two 
ideas was foreign to the Northmen. Be- 
fore the period which marks the Norse 
voyages to America, the Vikings had cir- 
cumnavigated Wurope, as far as this

The case of the wheat can also be ex- 
plained by the above facts, but it seems 
most likely that the wheat referred to in 
the Sagas was not ordinary wheat, (which 
Was not common in the North, and which 
aid not, and. does not, grow wild on the 
northern coast of North America,) but 
the alymus arenarius, strand wheat, 
(sandhafre,) which was well knhown by 
the Northmen. It grew in the North and 
was used for food.

But here again’ I was disappointed. The 
herrfhg had‘ struek In plenty, and that 
meant “good money.” “So I tore myself 
away front the “perfect shelter and good 
company _ to’ be found behind the bold 
rocks of the “Cutter Heads” and set 
out dne fine morning to cross the Bay of 
Fundy. 2 

The Island of Grand Masau, whose north- 
ern shore is a tremendous cliff,, rang 
ing from three to four hundred feet, un- 
broken for twenty miles, lay before us 
in & faint, low streak of hazy blue. There 
is one shelter'on the gaunt northern side, 
a little hole in the wall called Dark Har- 
bor. A pond inclosing by. @ cobble spit 
the ‘mouth of a cafiyon which a stream 
has eaten out of the hard. basaltic rock 
composing the Grand Manau Plateau. So 
high are the surrounding cliffs that the 
sun fails to reach this placid pool ‘till 
well toward noon, hence the name, Dark 
Harbor. 

‘T haé@ entered: thet harbor years before 
on the Solitaire, waiting anxiously outside 
in a beavy sea and rising’ storm for the 
top of the, high water, ,when only so 
shoal @ craft might slip in et the narrow, 
afy-at-half-tidé passage. A ‘week of 
stormy weather held the little yawl in 
this remarkable shelter; how I finally 
got out and back to the American shore— 
but that is another story. 

Passing the. rugged, lofty cliffs of the 
west end of Grand Manau, the yaw! 
found a mooring in Seal Cove, 4 partially 
sheltered roadstead on the south and low 
side of the island. Herring is everything 
at Grand Manav, and the season just 
coming on, otherwise plenty of fisher

give a landsman nightmare. Luck, was 
with us, And after some hours of pointing 
for where the compass said the Nova 
Scotia shore should be, it came in sight 
like a low-lying gloud, end ’near dark 
brought us close tinder thé Brier’ Island 
shore. 

Tt was with considerable satisfaction 
that I was‘told by fishermen that I lay in 
Capt.. Blocum's old anchorage. For the 
first, time on the,ground, and dark at 
that, I counted it a hit 

The next day wé came to the main jand 
of Nova, entering Yarmouth Har- 
bor, where the yawil lay for several days, 
and when we followed the footsteps of the 
Spray, securing provisions and buying. an- 
other tin clock for a navigating chro- 
nometer from the very shop where Capt. 
Siocum purchased dollar clock that 
carried him th unfailing accuracy— 
after being boiled occasionally—around 
the entire world. I also obtained oharts 
here, and learned about the coast further 
east. 

People wondered at my going alone, and 
appeared much concerned about the lone- 
someness of such a trip. Things were 
running smoothly, however, and I saw

no’ special reason why I should not pro- 
ceed and extend the field of the observa- 
tions which 1 had been making of the 
coast line formations. 

After leaving Yarmouth, passing through 
a@ thickly-studded archipelago called the 
Tusket Islands, the Otamanu made ‘har- 
bor successively in Wood's Island Harbor, 
Shelburne, Lockport, Liverpool, Lunen- 
burg, P®ospect Harbor, and then passed 
up the wide entrance of Halifax Harbor. 
A narrow tributary called the Northwest 
Arm affords the best yacht anchorage in 
Halifax Harbor, and there the yaw! ley 
in great comfort for several days. It was 
hard to break away from the hospitality 
for which the. members .of the yal 
Squadron Yacht Club are famous. 

The Halifax yachts were hauling out for 
the season, and ¢ it was gétting lete 
I decided that.I might. as well see the 
rest of the Nova Scotia coast, and if 
possible the far-famed Bras d'Or Lakes, 
Keeping on eastward, the yawl next put 
in. at Owl’s Bay, then Pleasant Bay, and 
Port Beckerton. These places le a long 
way from any railroad, and are more in- 
accessible and primitive than perhaps any 
other locality as near our cities.

Here are the extracts: 


to end is serious dangers, such as the 
renewal of massacres. 

One may hear the highest officials 
speaking of the Jewish question in Rus- 
sia as hopeless, in the sense that no im- 
picvement can be made in the condition 
of the Jews, in view of -the extreme anti- 
Jewish bitterness existing in the highest 
spheres. The Jewish question is thus to- 
day also a method of counter-revolution, 
and therein, of course, lies thé dangerous 
side of the wholé affair. 

Russia’s policy toward the Jews’ may 
be characterizéd as a policy of ven- 
geance, and, therefore, it is not confined 
.to any principles of justice or of law. 
Russian actualities bear witness to the 
fact that with regard to -the Jews. in 
; Russia at the’ present time all ‘bonds 
holding the base instincts of the mob in 
check ‘have been destroyed;: and that 


At the present time the condition’ of 


the Jews in Russia, from an economic as 
well ag a political viewpoint, is such as 

it never was, even during the worst times 
of Russian réaction in the coursé of the 
former régime. 

This may be explained, first of all, by 
the fact that until now the Russian Gov- 
ernment was never supported in its anti- 
Semitic policy ‘by any soctal groups. Not 
that theré was a lack of anti-Semitic 
tendencies in Russia before. But there 
was no organ through which to express 
these anti-Semitic tendencies. At thé 
present time such feelings are expressed 


through the extreme Right Party in the 


Imperial Duma. 


Not going ‘into any detailed entimatin | : 


of the political significance of this rather 
small: group: in. the Duma, it is necessary 
to point out ‘that its entire political pro- 
gramme, judging from its activities in 
the Duma and. out; is concentrated in 
their efforts to lead up all political ques- 
tions to the Jewish question, for the pur- 
pose of Gimming the real tsgues. 

Their tendency {s-to discredit the new 
régime created by the manifesto of Oct. 
17, 1905, which ig so’abhorrent to the re- 
actionaries, and also to discredit: the en- 
tire ‘emsnecipation ‘movement, which led 
to that manifesto; to dim all new tenden. : 
cies in Russian life, and to axplain, every- 
thing by the Jewish question. Unforti- 
nately .such methods apparently find en- 
couragemert ‘in the proper spheres; and, 
therefcre, it maybe noticed that wher- 
ever some particularly important  polit- 
ical issue arises the representatives of 
this extreme party push forth the Jewish 
question in -rude manner, 

In other words, the Jewish question. is 
for this part of the Duma, a> constant 
means for Giverting the attention ‘of the 
people from the real problems, and. 
explains the, furfous and harsh atti 
towerd ‘the Jews. 

The more moderate groups in the 

Duma, rot be’ ng tothe oppositional 
parties, @e- not fest any. 
Not because. the @fforts of thé extreme 
Right Party are in accordance with their 
own inclinations, but: becayse these ‘mod- 
erate parties, prizing the opinion of the’ 
Government, do not. want to be discredit- 
ed with the suspicion that they are fa-. 
vorably inclined. to the Jews, and ere 
thereby betraying “their national _ prin- 
ciples. 

Exerting, no serious influence, the ex- 
treme Reactionary Party, composed of 
memters of the so-called Union of the 
Russian Peoplé, ‘has taken unte itself the 
Jéwish question. Only -in this matter the 
Reactionary Party meets with no resist- 
arce end carries on very freely a furious

Without any resist- 
ance ‘or explanations on the part of the 
Government, this agitation is continued 
to this day, and is intended to prepare 
for anti-Jewish outbreaks.

As though in mute protest against the 
deceit whith tiie play-acting people per- 
petrate against the public, the animals, 
horses, dogs, and cats; when pressed into 
the service, often do their -best to roveal 
in that most: eloquent silence, action, the 
truth which is so carefully hidden from 
that long-suffering and. mostly equally 
dumbly-suffering animal, the audience. 

Not the professional performer who 
,earns his master’s living, and who is gen- 
erally as inbred a trouper as the/sou- 
brette who “was carried on when six 
months old,” but the amateur animal who 
is selected for the part because he or she 
is “‘the type,’’ and also those who “ butt 
into the business’ without going through: 
the formality of being engaged. 

A well-known star was playing “ King 
Henry V.” and needed for his triumphant 
entry after his victorious war a splendid 
charger on’*which to appear. Most un- 
justly passing over the professional horse 
who would blink unconcernedly at the 
glaring footlights, a raw’ amateur was 
chosen because she possessed beauty and 
clothes, @ gorgeous coat of satiny white. 

A great archway was erected in the cen- 
tre, lined each side with balconies, while

Schumann dedicated his 
“ Kreisleriana " to Chopin, his Fantasie 
to Liszt; Chopin dedicated his Ballade 
in+F to Schumann, his Etudes, Op. 10, 
to Liszt, Liszt dedicated his Sonata in 
B minor to Schumann; but by some 
chaneé ‘Chopin is~the  “‘ dedikee,” as 
» Robert Louis Stevenson used to call it, 
| of no composition of Liszt's, though 
» they were. friends,-and for a time in 
> elose personal relations; and Liszt’s fer- 
vent admiration for the Polish pompos- 
er is permanently recorded in his brill- 
jant e@say upon him and his music, and 
his ‘transeriptions of his songs. 


A composer’s dedications necessarily 
imply much that touches his life and 
often this work: most nearly; and they 
are not to be left out of account by the 
Students of biography. - What do not 
the dettications of Beethoyen’s composi- 
tions ‘tell in regard to his life; the 
progress of his friendships, the influ- 
ences that bore upon him-in one way 
or another, the. relations in’ which he 
stood to the Vienna of his time, and 
how carefully they are eonsidered’ by 
Thayer, his great biographer! Ih the 
case of no other composer, perhaps, is 
there so much significance -in_ these 
marks of friendly consideration: but 
much is told, and perhaps more con- 
cealed, beneath*the dedications to each. 
other of Chopin; Schumann, and Liszt. 

_ The -faets-that subsisted behind these 
dedications do not tell a story wholly of 
brotherly love an@ complete mutual ad- 
miration; or of unanimous striving to- 
ward one and the same end. The breth- 

ren—anh sisters,-it may also be said—of 
the romantic period of the thirties, for- 
ties, and fifties may have been heading 
in the same general direction, but there 
Was enough divergence in their aims to 
add a few more to the stresses of that 
stormy time. 

Chopin owed a heavy debt of grati- 
tude to Schumann, who .neyer, showed 
himself more a seer and @ prophet than 
in his publishéd Criticisms of the young 
Polish composer, from the very begin-. 
ning of his career. His first essay asa 
musical critic, which appeared in 1831, 
when he was @ youth of 21, was upon

Chopin’ Variations. on “La Ci datem/ 


a Mano,” Op. 2, beginning in the very 


first lines with the historical remark 
that has become a classic in musical 
criticism—‘‘ Hats off, gentlemen, 4 
genius!” Three years later he founded 
the “Neue Zeitschrift ftir Musik,” and 
continued in it for ten years his activ- 
ity’'as a musical critic, with the sym- 
pathy and insight, the poetic gift, the 
generous enthusiasm that stamped him 
as one of the greatest of his guild. 

- During this time -his enthusiasm was 
aroused by nobody more than by Cho- 
pin. He wrote more articles on Chopin 
and his music than on any other com- 
poser, or on any other subject; and they 
are all couched in terms that clearly 
set forth the importance ofthe man 
for modern art, and disclose an appre- 
ciation of his music that has not been 
surpassed. His correspondente shows 
equally his admiration and comprehen- 
sion of this ‘‘ proudest and most poett« 
spirit of his time.”: His personal rela- 
tions with Chopin, on the occasions that 
brought them togethef, were likewise a 
frank expression of the same feelings, 
and his letters wherein he describes 
their meetings overflow with delight. 
“ And Schumann” understood .Chopin,”’ 
as; Jathes Huneker wrote, asia he 
could not. have written. the ‘Chopin’ of 
the ‘Carnaval,’ which quite out-Cho- 
pins Chopin.” 

No wonder, theh, that Chopin should 
respond to this admirer with the dedi- 
cation of one of his capital works, the 
Ballade in F, which appeared in 1840. 
It is characteristic of, Schumann's can- 
dor that, in ‘reviewing it, he should 
speak of it.as ‘different’ from the 
first, (the one’ in G minor,) and as 
“standing as a work of art below it, 
yet not less fantastic and intellectual.” 

*,* 

Schumann’s “ Kreisleriana,” which 
appeared iri 1838, among the works that 
he regarded ds his ‘“ best,’’ he intended 
at first to dedicate to Clara Wieck, not 
yet his bride. To her he more than half 
promised them, and she, he intimates 
more than once, was in his mind when 
But “when they 
were published they appeared as his 
tribute of admiration for Chopin. 

What’ Chopin's response was is not 
on record. But, alas! there is every 
reason to believe that he put no value 
upon Schumann's embodiment of his 
sentiments, however he may have 
prized the sentiments themselves. He 
cared nothing for Schumann’s music, 
had no sympathy with it, and no un- 
derstanding of it. He never played it 
himself in his public appearances as a 
virtuoso; it was not to be found at his 
desk or on his piano; he never gave it 
to his pupils to study, When Schu- 
mann sent him a finely bound topy of 
his “ Carnaval” upon its publication— 
that ‘“ Carnaval” ‘with the exquisite 
movement interpreting. Chopin’s .own 
spirit—his only comment on it was, 
“How beautifully they get up these 
things in .Germany!” And when 
Schlesinger was thinking of undertak- 
ing the publication of that work in 
France, Chopin advised him that the 
“Carnaval” was not music at all. 

F *,* 

The personal relations between Cho- 
Pin and Liszt had been of the closest in 
their early years together in Paris; but 
they cooled.“ We are friends. We were 
comrades,” said Chopin in 1842; and of 
@n occurrence that shocked his fastidi- 
‘Ousness, and that severed their close 
relations, he. said that he could not for- 

get, that, nor certain other things, and 
that he ‘wads much “better as he was. 
‘He thought that Liszt had written 
newspaper articles unfayorable to him; 
‘and Liszt's colossal success in concerts 
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so far surpassed his own that there 
may have been a feeling of resentment. 
“When he heard that Liszt intended to | 
write an account of one of his concerts 
in a musical journal, Chopin is said to 
have remarked, “‘He will ‘give me 4a 
little kingdom in his empire.” 

Yet Chopin could but feel a profound 
admiration for Liszt's playing.. He was 
delighted with his performance of those 
etudes that he dedicated to him, and 
declared that he “‘ wished he could rob 
him of it.” Hesaid to one of his pupils, 
““T like my music when Liszt plays it.” 
But lie did not like Liszt’s rhusic; he 
played and taught it little more than 
he did Schumann’s, It should not be 
forgotten, however, that many” of 
Liszt’s more ambitious and seriously 
intended. compositions were not written 
ti after Chopin’s death in 1849. What 
Chopin knew were chiefly the brilliant 
operatic paraphrases of Liszt’s virtuoso 
days, some of his songs, and his. tran- 
scriptions of songs; and the bad taste 
in which many of these abound dis- 
pleased him. Dedications of such 
things to Chopin would have been ob- 
viously. arom ase ey ;

Frau 
Schumann, with Liszt underwent a 
marked chatige.insthe years between 
their first meeting, about 1838, and the 
time whén Schumann, a broken man, 
was overtaken by the loss of his reason; 
and, so far as relates to Frau Schu- 
mann, the time of Liszt’s death in 
1886. Both were enraptured by the 
magic of Liszt’s playing, overcome by 
its brilliancy and power, and were 
brought under the spell of his personal- 
ity when they first knew him in his 
virtuoso years. Their letters and dia- 
ries are full of him for a time. Schu- 
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miration he dedicated to Liszt his Fan- 
tasie, Op. 17, which appeared in print 
in 1889,. This was the time of Abelr: 
greatest intimacy, when, having been | 
in Schumann’s company a day, Liszt ; 
remarked that it seemed to‘him as if | 
they had known each other for twenty 
years; ‘and Schumann agreed to it. 
Liszt had done much for Schumann al- 
ready; he had played his music when 
no other pianist but Clara Wieck would 
look at*it, and the great authority of 
his name had given it a consideration it 
could otherwise never have obtained at 
that. time.” He had also published an 
enthusiastic essay ‘about Schumann’s 
art at a time when personally he Was a 
stranger to him. 

Liszt acknowledged the dedication of 
the Fantasie with these words: “It is a 
work of the loftiest kind—I am indeed 
proud of the honor you do me in in- 
scribing to-me a composition of such 
grandeur. So I wish to work at it, and 
penetrate it thoroughly in order’ to

Liszt's efforts in behalf of Schu- 
mann's music were never relaxed, how- 
ever, and, as the Liszt biographers take 
some pleasure in pointing out, the 
Schumanns. were perfectly willing. to 
accept his kind offices in producing 
Schumann’s opera “Genoveva” at 
Weimar when it had made a failure 
eleswhere, and in other matters. Frau 
Clara, however, never changed her at- 
titude toward him, except to dislike 


him more. She refused to.take part in.a} 
and she even remained away from thé ! 
unveiling of her husband's monumient ; 
in Zwickau, his birthplace, for the rea- 
son that Liszt was simply to be pres- 
ent!. The crown.of her achievement jn 
this ‘direction was reached, however, 
when the great, complete, edition of 
;Schumann’s works was “published by 
Breitkopf & Hirtel in 1887, She was, 
not unnaturally, appointed editor of! 
the undertaking; and in that capacity, 
twenty-eight years after her husband's 
death, she erased his dedication of the 
Fantasia, Op. 17, to Franz Liszt; and 
it stands to-day in the definitive edi- 
tion. of his works without inscription! 
Decidedly, the dedications of these 
three romantic ‘leadérs -to one another 
do not tell the whole.story.

Her horizon had its 
limits and she had her prejudices; and 
when these grew upon her, she was a 
sour. person, not to say a bitter. She 
was likewise an implacable enemy, and 
never forgave or forgot. 


In the first ‘flush of Schumann’s ad- 


account of it is grim:
